BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  HISTORY 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  like 
all  great  organizations,  had  its  origin  in  one 
man,  Sir  George  Williams  of  London,  Eng- 
land. He  was  a  poor  lad,  who  worked  in  a 
drapery  establishment  in  the  city  of  London, 
but  who  found  time  to  speak*  a  word  for  his 
Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  Feeling  the 
deep  need  for  daily  prayer  and  spiritual  up- 
lift, he  called  together  a  number  of  his  com- 
panions, and  each  morning  they  held  a  prayer 
meeting  in  an  upper  room  of  that  establish- 
ment. Their  group  kept  growing,  and  soon 
they  had  quite  a  following.  From  this  group 
grew  what  is  today  known  as  the  foremost  or- 
ganization for  the  carrying  of  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  to  young  men  throughout  the 
world.  The  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion. Ever  since  that  date,  1844,  this  Asso- 
ciation has  continued  to  grow,  until  today  it 
encircles  the  globe ;  bringing  together  young 
men  and  boys  into  a  brotherhood  that  keeps 
alive  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

The  Student  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation, of  which  we  are  a  part,  is  one  of  the 
many  branches  of  this  great  organization,  and 
it  works  for  the  uplift  and  welfare  of  the 
young  men  in  colleges  throughout  the  world. 
Its  membership  runs  into  the  thousands,  and 
other  Associations  are  being  formed  every 
year.  Most  associations  have  secretaries  to 
head  up  the  work,  but  the  students  of  the  col- 
lege are  the  chief  promoters  and  workers  in 
the  associations.  They  are  student  organiza- 
tions, and  it  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  every 
student  to  back  them  in  the  best  way  possible. 
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OBJECT 

1.  To  lead  students  to  faith  in  God  through 
Jesus   Christ. 

2.  To  lead  them  into  membership  and  ser- 
vice in  the  Christian  church. 

3.  To  promote  their  growth  in  Christian 
faith  and  character,  especially  through  the 
study  of  the  Bible  and  daily  prayer. 

4.  To  influence  them  to  devote  themselves 
in  united  effort  with  all  Christians  to  making 
the  Will  of  Christ  effective  in  human  society 
and  extending  the  Kingdom  of  God  throughout 
the  world. 

MEMBERSHIP 

Every  student  of  The  Citadel  is  at  matricu- 
lation an  associate  member  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  Thus,  each  man  should 
lend  his  utmost  effort  towards  the  building  up 
of  a  greater  and  stronger  organization,  show- 
ing his  interest  by  helping  in  every  way  he 
can  to  carry  on  the  work,  and  not  hindering 
it.  According  to  the  constitution  of  the  Inter- 
national Y.  M.  C.  A.  the  active  members  con- 
sist of  those  students  who  are  members  of 
Evangelical  churches  and  who  are  alone  al- 
lowed to  vote  and  hold  office.

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SPORTS 

FOOTBALL 

The  year  1924  marks  the  return  of  the 
Citadel  football  team  to  the  position  it  once 
held,  namely,  a  member  of  the  "Big  Three" 
in  South  Carolina.  The  call  was  sent  out 
early  in  September  and  some  seventy  men, 
both  varsity  and  freshmen,  started  a  strenu- 
ous season's  work  on  September  10th.  The 
prospects  were  good.  Many  varsity  men  re- 
turning and  a  large  number  of  men  from  the 
Freshman  squad  of  last  year  were  present. 
The  season  opented  with  wins  over  both 
Southern  and  Wofford.  Then  Oglethorpe,  the 
S.  I.  A.  A.  champions,  visited  our  grounds 
and  us  a  10  to  7  defeat.  Next  we  met  New- 
berry and  with  a  badly  crippled  team  lost  by 
a  score  of  14  to  0.  On  October  25th.  Citadel 
celebrated  the  first  "Home  Coming  Day"  by 
defeating  the  celebrated  Furman  "Purple 
Hurricane"  6  to  0.  Then  playing  Carolina 
in  Orangeburg  only  four  days  later  we  lost  by 
a  14  to  3  score.  The  powerful  Washington 
and  Lee  team  was  next  met  and  our  light 
team  was  unable  to  stand  the  battering  and 
we  lost  35  to  7.  Going  to  Clemson  November 
15th.  the  Cadet  eleven  handed  Clemson  a  20 
to  0  defeat.  This  was  the  worst  Clemson  had 
been  beaten  in  the  state  in  a  number  of  years. 
Returning  home  the  Bull  Dogs  took  the 
Erskine  and  P.  C.  Elevens,  into  camp  by  7  to 
0  and  13  to  0  scores  respectively.  The  sea- 
son can  be  termed  a  decided  success  for  did 
not  our  team  defeat  Furman,  Clemson,  Ers* 
kine,  Presbyterian  College,  Wofford  and 
Southern?  By  defeating  these  teams  the 
Citadel  ranked  second  in  South  Carolina  foot- 
ball. Carolina  and  Furman  tying  for  first 
place.       Captain    Wagener    and    Teddy   Weeks 
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(Capt. -elect)  were  both  chosen  on  the  "All 
State"  and  also  on  the  "All  Southern  Inter- 
collegiate Athletic  Association"  mythical 
elevens.  "With  the  squad  left  intact  (Wagener 
being  lost  through  the  graduation  route)  and 
some  good  freshman  material  coming  up  the 
season  of  1925  is  looked  upon  as  the  "Cita- 
del's   Championship  Year"! 

FRESHMAN  FOOTBALL. 

The  freshman  team  can  boast  of  a  high 
standing  in  the  state  for  they  defeated  Wof- 
ford  22  to  7,  Newberry  45  to  0,  Carolina  9  to 
0  and  lost  only  to  Furman  freshmen  by  a  40 
to  0  score,  this  team,  however,  was  eliminated 
because  of  some  ineligible  men  who  played  for 
them.  The  Bull  Pups  also  defeated  Benedic- 
tine from  Savannah  14  to  6. 


To  Coach  Prause  goes  the  credit  for  the  good 
records  made  by  the  varsity  squad.  As  a 
football  coach  he  is  excelled  by  none.  Coach 
Rogers  is  an  able  aid  to  Prause  and  together 
they  have  whipped  into  form  one  of  the  best 
football  teams  South  Carolina  has  known  In 
the  past  several  years.  To  Coach  Jack  Sim- 
mons goes  the  glory  of  the  "Bull  Pups"  win- 
ning first  honors  in  the  state. 

BASKETBALL 

When  the  basketball  call  sounded  this  year 
about  20  candidates  reported  to  Capt.  Myers 
for  practice.  Among  these  twenty  men  were: 
One  All  American  High  School  Forward  ;  one 
All  State  College  Guard,  two  All  State  High 
School  men  ;  six  varsity  letter  men  and  five 
freshmen  letter  men.  From  this  group  Capt. 
Myers  had  the  job  of  picking  and  moulding  the 
five  that  was  to  represent  the  Citadel  in  the 
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basketball  world;  and  well  did  he  do  his  job 
for  the  varsity  did  nothing  less  than  cop  the 
undisputed  championship  of  the  state,  also 
winning  two  games  in  the  S.  I.  A.  A.,  meet, 
losing  only  in  the  final  game  to  Mercer.  The 
Cadet  Quintet  suffered  but  one  defeat  in  the 
state  and  that  was  to  the  Carolina  Five  by 
the  score  32  to  29.  The  Blue  and  White  won 
two  games  each  from  Wofford,  Furman,  Clem- 
son  and  one  from  Carolina,  P.  C,  and 
Standard  Oil.  They  ended  the  state  season 
with  eight  wins  and  one  defeat,  At  Macon 
in  the  tournament  they  won  two  games  and 
lost   one. 

Douglas  and  Sanders  of  the  Cadet  Five  made 
the  "All  State"  first  team  while  Weeks  and 
Wagener  made  the  second  team.  Douglas  also 
was  unanimous  All   State  A.   A.  forward.

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BASEBALL 

Baseball  at  the  Citadel  takes  third  place  in 
the  major  sports,  being  excelled  by  football 
and  basketball.  The  varsity  and  the  Fresh- 
men put  out  a  team  and  have  a  regular 
schedule,  each  playing  the  various  colleges  of 
state  and  making  a  road  trip  into  the  neigh- 
boring states.  The  Varsity  schedule  for  1925 
takes  in  some  twenty  games  with  a  ten  day 
read  trip  through  the  state.  The  Freshman 
play  ten  games  with  two  trips  of  three  days 
each,  one  trip  in  the  state  and  the  other  trip 
into  Georgia,  playing  Savannah  High  and 
Benedictine    College. 

The  season  of  1925  should  prove  to  be  a 
very  successful  one  for  the  Bull  Dogs  for 
we  found  that  seven  letter  men  from  last 
year's  varsity  have  returned  and  that  all  of 
the  Freshman  team  of  last  year  have  returned 
also.  From  last  year's  team  we  have:  Yun 
Holliday ;  a  catcher  supreme  and  a  wicked 
hitter  ;  Pike  Berry,  the  Babe  Ruth  of  the  team 
and  first  baseman ;  Hiott,  a  pitcher  and  a 
batter  of  much  note ;  Spivey,  third  baseman 
and  a  sure  fielder ;  Pittman,  an  outfielder  of 
the  first  class  ;  Weinberg,  a  speedy  man  both 
in  the  outfield  and  on  the  bases ;  McTeer,  a 
second  baseman  and  a  neat  fielder.  Bob  Mc- 
Dowell, captain,  pitcher,  fielder,  all  combined 
and  any  other  quality  necessary  for  a  captain. 
From  the  Freshman  team  comes  the  flashy 
pair,  Weeks  and  Douglas,  and  they  have  al- 
most cinched  a  place  on  the  team  as  infield- 
ers.

With 
this  team  working  in  perfect  harmony  and 
with  the  old  Bull  Dog  spirit  behind  them  they 
have   begun    the   season    in  brilliant  style   hav- 
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ing  already  defeated  the  State  Champion 
Wofford  team  and  the  outfit  from  P.  C.  be- 
sides winning  numerous  games  from  local 
clubs. 

The  Freshmen  have  not  shown  their  wares 
so  far  except  to  give  the  varsity  several  hot 
contests.

Tennis  at  the  Citadel  is  fast  becoming  one 
of  the  leading  sports  of  the  school.  Being 
provided  with  six  good  courts  the  Cadet  rack- 
eters  have  ample  room  and  time  to  practice 
at  the  net  game  and  we  are  now  turning  out 
some  real  stars.  The  Citadel  has  been  entered 
in  the  State  Tennis  Tournament  for  the  past 
two  years  and  while  we  have  not  taken  off 
any  great  honors  we  have  shown  up  very  well 
in  the  various  matches.  Besides  the  state  meet 
this  year  the  Cadets  have  taken  on  Wofford, 
P.  C,  and  have  entered  in  the  City  Open 
Championship.  The  tennis  team  consists  of 
four  men  from  the  three  upper  classes.  The 
freshmen  are  not  eligible  for  any  intercollegi- 
ate meet  but  they  are  eligible  for  the  City 
Championship  and  Yacht  Club  Meets.— New 
Boy  bring  your  racket   !

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AWARD  OF  LETTERS 

The  privilege  of  wearing  the  official  letters 
of  the  Athletic  Association  is  awarded  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  coaches  as  follows: 

The  football  letter  is  awarded  to  not  more 
than  fifteen  men  (exclusive  of  the  manager)  : 
provided  however,  that  no  player  shall  receive 
a  letter  unless  either  in  the  game  with  Clem- 
son  College  or  the  University  of  South  Caro- 
lina. The  football  letter  is  a  plain  block  C, 
nine  inches  high  by  eight  inches  wide,  the  in- 
terior dimensions  being  six  inches  by  five  in- 
ches. 

The  baseball  letter  is  awarded  as  above  ex- 
cept that  no  more  than  seven  letters  (exclu- 
sive of  manager's)  ;  may  be  awarded  in  any , 
season.  The  baseball  letter  in  a  plain  block 
C.  eight  inches  high  by  six  inches  wide,  the 
interior  dimensions  being  three  inches  by  five 
inches. 

The  basketball  letter  is  awarded  as  above 
except  that  not  more  than  seven  letters  (ex- 
clusive of  managers),  may  be  awarded  in  any 
season.  The  basketball  letter  is  a  plain  block 
C,  eight  inches  high  by  six  inches  wide,  the 
interior  dimensions  being  five  inches  by  three. 

The  track  letter  is  awarded  as  above  to  any 
cadet  who  represents  The  Citadel  in  the  majo- 
rity of  the  meets  participated  in  during  the 
season.  The  track  letter  is  a  plain  block  C, 
four  inches  high  by  six  inches  wide,  the  inte- 
rior dimensions  being  two  inches  by  four  in- 
ches. 

The  relay  letter  is  awarded  to  any  cadet  who 
competes  in  the  annual  Charleston-Summerville 
Relay  Race  for  three  years.  The  relay  letter 
is  the  same  as  the  track  letter  with  the  addi- 
tion of  an  eight  and  half-inch  arrow  running 
diagonally  thru  the  C. 
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The  swimming  letter  is  awarded  to  any  cadet 
who  represents  The  Citadel  in  the  majority^of 
meets  participated  in  during  the  season.  The 
swimming  letter  is  a  plain  block  C,  six  in- 
ches high  by  four  inches  wide,  the  interior 
dimensions  being  four  inches  by  two  inches. 

Managers  of  the  track,  relay,  swimming  and 
tennis  teams  receive  letters,  as  with  the  other 
sports  above.  The  freshmen  letters  are  the 
same  except  that  a  small  F  is  placed  inside 
the  letter. 

ASSOCIATION   OF   GRADUATES. 

All  graduates  and  cadets  who  have  been 
honorably  discharged  or  permitted  to  retire 
are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Association 
of  Graduates.  Membership  in  the  Association 
is  a  duty  every  alumni  owes  to  his  Alma 
Mater.
